club-houses. Clubs were orgamized and in- 


corporated for the sole purpose of gambling. 
We could not touch these players, Koons 
were rented in hotels and games started. It 
was absolutely impossible to locate all of 
these games—we could not find but a small 
portion of them. It is useless to talk about 
stopping gambling. We shut up the big 
places, and still we heard more about gam- 
bling than ever before. : 

Taking a common sense view of the mat- 
ter,” continued the apologist, the Mayor 
has decided to let the gambling be confined 
to certain limits rather than have it scattered 
where it cannot be controlled. If a saloon- 
keeper runs a game in his place his license 
will be revoked and he will forever be under 
the ban.

While in 1887 there was 
demand for dn output of 2,225,000 tons, in 
1888 the demand was for a million less. This 
year it will be less still. 

It is proposed to multiply the number of 
products. The new company will arrange to 
turn out wire nails as well as cut nails, wire 
rods, barbed fence wire, structural steel 
work, such as angles and Ts, ship plate, 
bridge work, and boiler and tin plate. In 
short, it will make all classes of iron and 
steel work now sent here and over the 
Northwest from Pittsburg, Wheéling, and 
other points. | | : 

By some of the promoters of the consolida- 
tion it is predi¢ted that asa result of the di- 
versification of output an iron and steel ship- 
yard will be establisned at South Chicago 
similar to those now at Cleveland and Buf-

INSANE WOMEN KEPT IN A PEND 


Sh cking Discovery by the Secretary of the 
Indiana Board of Charities. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., May 2.—[Special.]—W. 
Alexander Jonnson, Secretary of the newly 
created State Board of Charities, on his first 
visit to the public institutions in Northern 
Indiana, has discovered a horrible condition 
of affairs in the Carroll County Poor Asylum, 
which he describes the worst place of the 
kind he has ever seen. The place in which 
the insane are kept he reports as indescriba- 
bly bad. In speaking of it he says: 

Three of the women are kept in a pen. 
One of them is a repulsive and indecent 
woman, but one is a woman whose face 
shows that she is not of the coarsest 
kind, and she appeared to be rather clean. 
The filth of the room in which they were 
kept, described in the only language that 
can be decently used, was simpiy horrible, 
and the odor arising from it was sickening. 
They are kept confined in the place constant- 
ly, and if they were not insane their sur- 
roundings would certainly make them so.” 

The asylum has been in the condition de- 
scribed for many years, but the county offi- 
cers promised Mr. Johnson that the essential 
changes suggested by him would be made.

The President abounded in praise for 
the work hitherto performed by the IIlinois- 
an for the Republican party, and stated his 
name had been under consideration for some- 
thing good from the first day he came into 
power. The Second Controllership was the 
place more n considered, and al- 
though the President did not promise Capt. 
Thomas that place he gave him much to hope 
for. Capt. Thomas is of the opinion that tre 
First and Second Controllers of the Treasury 
will be ‘appointed the next day Secretary 
Windom shall have in consultation with the 
President. This will be Wednesday next. 
Capt. Thomas was feeling cheerful tonight 
over hig prospects of Second Controller. 


. pas President was favored with a number 
of callers today, many of them being people 
returning from the centennial and stopping 
over to visit the Capital for a day or two. 
The majority of visitors were in military cos- 
tumes of many varieties.

He stepped upon an un- 
supported plank and was precipitated into 
the basement. 

Mr. Scullin leaves a widow and four chil- 
dren, two boys and two girls—the oldest 
about 17 years and the youngest a baby girl 1 
year old, Their business for some time has 
not been in a prosperous condition and his 
family are left in straitened circumstances.

THEY CLAIM THE GRADES ARE ARBI- 
TRARILY CHANGED. 


They Are Loud in Their Complaints and 
Threaten to Bring Action to Have In- 
Spector Clausen of Minneapolis Removed 
—The Minneapolis Market Demoralized 
—In Wall Street Both Stocks and Bonds 
Are Active, Prices Generally Advancing 
Several Points, 

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., May 2.—[Special.]— 
The elevator men in the Chamber of Com- 
meéerve are torn up over the tightening up of 
the inspection on wheat. There is a disposi- 
tion among the more conservative men to 
take some some decisive action in the inapec- 
tion matter. One of the most outspoken said 
there would soon be an action at law to re- 
move Inspector Ciausen unless there was a 
change in the method of inspection. He de- 
clared that the only way to settle the matter 
was to take itoutof the hanas of the politi- 
cians and ask relief from the courts. This 
matter of inspection is one which affects the 
pocketbook of every man who buys or sells 
wheat, and that is why there is such a row. 

The charge is that the inspection of wheat 
has been changed during the last week so 
much that all grades are put up a notch, and 
some of the elevator men assert that the dif- 
ference is even greater. It is claimed that 
wheat which comes into this market as No. 
1 hard is now being graded No. 1 Northern, 
and Northern is being graded No.2. The 
latter grade now goes in as No. à and some of 
it as rejected. Almost without exception 
the elevator men said the change had been a 
full grade or more. As there is a difference 
of from 7 to 10 cents per bushel between the 
grades it will be seen that the loss of a grade 
means an actual loss of from 7 to 10 
cents per bushel The eleyator men, 
some of them, say there is no doubt 
that the grades in the early part 


of the season were too liberal, but that is no 


excuse for such a rigid stiffening up now. 
Buyers in the country were instructed to 
buy on the basis of the grades at Minneap- 
olis,and many elevator lines have a large 
amount of wheat on hand which will all lose 
a grade on the present basis of inspection. 
The effect will be to demoralize this market 
and utterly ruin it as a speculative market. 
Until this year all the large elevator com- 
panies were compelled to sell in Chicago for 
future delivery against their daily purchages, 
but this year the home market has been 
able to absorb nearly all these sales, and the 
result is the grain business in Minneapolis 
has almost doubled. If the inspection pan 
be changed, say the receivers, then there 
will be no security for them and they will be 
compelled to sell elsewhere, where they can 
be assured of even grades. It makes no dif- 
ference to elevator men and commission men 
whether the grading be “tight” or “ loose”’ 
so long as it is even. The trouble lies in the 
constant shifting of the standard, which 
causes loss and inconvenience to the shipper 
as well as to the buyer. 
Harry Miller, replying to Mr. Clausen’s 
statement that the agitation of the trouble 
would resnit injuriously to the Northwest, 
said the injury had already been accom- 
plished. It wasa notorious fact, he saia, 
that it was difficult to sell wheat in some of 
the Eastern markets because of the uncer- 
tainty of Minneapolis grades, He men- 
tioned one large commission house which 
sent one of the best salesmen in the North- 
west to sell wheat to Eastern millers, and 
when he returned he reported that he was 
unable to do anything because there was no 
fixed standard of grade. The millers had 
got tired of receiving a lot of 
choice wheat graded No. 1 hard and 
the next week receiving another lot 
ot poor wheat of the same grade. Mr. Miller 
said he knew of one firm which was able to 
do a good business with astern’ millers be- 
cause it sold on its own grades and gudran- 
teed tnem every time. It paid no attention 
to State grades, but employed its own system 
of inspection and sold on it. — 
Inspector Clausen emphatically denies that 
any change in grading has taken place. Some 
of the millers say, too, that the oy te is 
right. This has been a hard crop tp ares e on 
account of the large percentage of frosted 
wheat, and mistakes will occur. Meanwhile

The shooting of the strikers created in- 
tense excitement, and the Sheriff and a posse 
of twenty men were sent for. They arrived 
in wagons and quickly arrested ten of the 
strikers and conveyed them to prison. The 
other strikers are sullen and angry tonight, 
but they have been informed that if they 
make another attack tomorrowon the men

The colored men 
finally broke away towards the works, fol- 
lowed by a.parting volley from the strikers. 
The leaders of the gang were recognized as 
prominent local labor officials, and warrants 
have been issued for their arrest.

Often before the April election Tas Tris-

OPENING THE SIOUX RESERVATION. 

A slip of the pen made Tun TRIBUNE say 
that any agreement between the Sioux In- 
dians and the commission as to the breaking 
up of the big reservation in Dakota must be 
ratified by Congress before it could be acted 
upon and the land thrown open to settlers. 
In fact, such ratification and delay will be 
required only in case the Commissioners can- 
not induce the Indians to accept the terms 


already authorized by Congress and are com- 


pelled to negotiate a radically different treaty 
or agreement. If the Indians can be pre- 
vailed upon to accept the liberal terms pro- 
vided in the act of Congress adopted last 
winter the President can at once open the 
country to settlement. Fortunately there is 
good reason to believe the Indians are well 
satisfied and will agree to the terms which 
tne Commissioners are authorized to offer ana 
not make demands that will require further 
action by Congress. If so, the South Dakota 


country west of the Missouri can be opened 


this summer and the big barrier against rail- 
road building ana the progress of settlement 
westward in Dakota will be removed. 


H. E. McShane of Rapid City, Dak., who 


has just.been through the big Sioux Reserva- 
tion and has talked with many of the In- 
dians, “squaw men,“ and cattlemen, says 
there is no doubt the Indians will sign the 
agreement for a sale of half the reservation 
as soon as the Commissioners present it. 
The terms now authorized by the Govern- 
ment cover everything the Jndians demand 
ed last summer when they rejected the offer 
of 50 cents an acre. They will now be of- 


fered $1.25 per acre, which is the price they 


demanded formerly, and will receive pay for 
ponies taken from them by the troops and be 
tendered several other concessions. Last 
summer when the Government attempted to 
buy a part of the reservation the Indian 
Rights Association intermeddled and 
prompted and encouraged: the savages in 
their stubborn refusal to sell. No efforts of 
this kind are being made now. It was 
charged in Congress last winter that the Chi- 
cago & Northwestern Railroad would oppose 
the opening of the reservation and wouid 
buy up the chiefs and “squaw men“ for 
that purpose. No such effort is being made, 


and the charge against that corporation is 


apparentiy without foundation. The indica- 


tions all are that if the work ot the Sioux 


Commission is skillfuily performed it will re- 
sult in the speedy opening of the reserva- 
tion. W. V. Lucas of Chamberlain, S. D., in 
a communication to THz TRIBUNE, says: 


When the reservation is opened and settled 
with the hardy, energetic people that will nat- 
urally seek homes here the great commercial 
centres east of South Dakota will have access to 
a eae unexcelled in all agricultural produc.

THE CELEBRATION IN NEW YORK 

As might be supposed, there was.a great 
contrast between addresses at the celebra- 
tion of the éentenary of the Constitution in 


New York and in Ohicago, With the excep- 


tion of Chauncey Depew, whose grand ora- 


tion fittingly stated the meaning of the day 
as the culminawon of a century.of National 
life and the triumph of the doctrine of Nu- 
tionality, none of the New York speakers 
seemed to have any cOnceptaon of what the 
occasion meant, or if any of them had they 
succeeded in keeping it carefully to them- 
selves. Depew’s splendid address will take 
rank with the noblest commemorative ora- 
tions ever made in this country and will be 
admired hereatter for the profundity of its 
reasoning and the fervor and spirit of its 
eloquence; but, so far at least as the reports 
in the New York papers show, he was the only 
one of the New York speakers who uttereaa 
thought worthy to live in the literature of 
the centenary of the Constitution. The New 
York speakers had nothing to say about the 
doctrine of American Nationality and the 
character of the Constitution as the great 
charter of a National Government. The New 
York press--except the Tribune, which stood 
alone among the newspapers as did Depew 
among the orators—was equally dumb as 
to the significance and meaning of the day 
the metropolis celebrated with such wonder- 
ful spectacular display. They were filled 
with gossip about parades, banquets, co- 
tilions, lls, rockets, and pageantry, but 
were mute as to the characterof Washington 
as a Nationalist and as to the great work he 
and his associates achieved in pushing aside 
State sovereignty folly and erecting one 
National Government for the people of the 
United States. The celebration in New York 
was detter suited to the Fourth of July 
Declaration of Colonial Independence than 
to the centenary of a National Constitution. 
Neither the press nor the people seemed to 
think there was anything more in the day 
than the fact that one hundred years before 
Washington was sworn in as the first Pres 
ident and the event was then followed by 
considerable festivity which might now be 
repeated. 

The truth is, New York City never did and 
does not gow believe in the great doctrine of 
American nationality for which Washington 
and the National Constitution stand. New 
York did not vote for Washington, and 
would not have consented to the adoption of 
the Constitution if by opposition it could 
have defeated the instrument. New York 
City wanted to levy hostile tariffs against 
other States and use its financial power to 
dominaté the weaker Commonwealths for its 
own selfish aggrandizemeat. In every politi- 
cal contest of the century New York City 
has been on the side of the State sovereignty 
d&Sgma ahd against the National idea. For 
the samo reason that it failed to support 
Washington it voted heavily against Lincoln 
aud Grant. The State sovereignty Demo- 


crats of New York City wanted to 
secede and go off with the ‘South 
in rebellion, and would have tried it 


but for fear of the rural sections of the State 


und thé patriotism of Pennsylvania and New,’ 


England. The State sovereignty Democracy 
of New York City, led by Seymour and Fer- 
nando Wood, wasathorn in Lincoln's side 
from the beginning to the end of tne war. 
What with draft riots, hanging negroes, 
mobbing colored orphan asylums, and oppos- 
ing conscription, 20,000 Federal troops had to 


be taken from the front and sent to New 


York and a fleet of gunboats brought into the 
bay tojshell the disloyal city if ntcessary. 


The Government had to buy off the opposi- 


tion of New York City by crediting some 
25,000 ordinary seamen in the Government 
transportation service on its draft quota. 

Is it any wonder, in view of all these things, 
that on the centenary of the Constitution 
little was heard in New York City about the 


doctrine of nationality and the true meaning 


of the day? New York has always been a 
disloyal nest, filled up with foreigners banded 
together in support of every doctrine of dis- 
or 
secessiOnism that could be forced into Amer- 
ican politics. It is a cancer on the patriotism 
of the country and could not be expected to 
give the centehary of the Constitution de- 
cent oF prover celebration.

WHY ‘THE TAMMANYITES DID NOT RAISE 
THEIR HATS. 

It will not occasion any surprise in the 
country at large to learn that upon the occa- 
sion of the third day’s procession in the New 
Vork centennial celebration May i the Tam- 
many delegation failed to salute the Presi- 
dent when passing the re viewing stand. It 
is urged by some in explanation of this open 
discourtesy that the Tammany braves did 
not know enough to raise their hats. This ex- 
planawon, however, will not hold. The Tam- 
manyites are too well used to street parades 
and too familiar by iong exverience with the 
etiquette of such occasions to admit of any 
such explanation. Hada it been Grover 
Cleveland instead of Gen. Harrison who was 
reviewing them every hat would have been 
off and the men would have yelled them- 
selves hoarse besides. Had it been Thomas 
Jefferson, standing for State sovereignty and 
the mere loose league of States, they would 
have remembered their manners. Had it 
been Alexander Hamilton, the eloquent ad- 
vocate of nationality, they would have passed 


in silence and averted their faces becuuse he | 
would have represented the Constituton aud 
the National idea. The Tammanyites simply 


represent the prevailing sentiment of New 
York City, and that city has always been | 
hostile to the National sentiment which Gen. | 
Harrison represents and for which he fought. 
Had he been an advocate of State sover- 
eienty, of slavery, and of secession, and had 
he refused to volunteer, Tammany n. 
have prostrated itself before him. 

There never has been a time when New| 
York City was not anti-National in senti- 
ment. It was a Tory hotbed during the War 
of tne Revolution. It was hostile to the 
Government during the War of the Rebell- 
ion. It attempted under tne lead of Fernan- 
do Wood to get out of the Union. Under the 
lead of the same demagogue and with the 
encouragement of Seymour it resisted the 
draft, assaulted the conscription officers, and 
destroyed the boxes, hanged innocent ne- 
gros, burned property of Union men, threat- 
ened the life of Horace Greeley, and at- 
tempted to fire his newspaper establishment. 
To put down this armed opposition to the 
National authority the Government had to 
withdraw several regiments from the field 
when they were needed, to send vessels of 
war which threatened to bombard and burn 
the disloyal city, and to kill 1,200 Tammany- 
ites in order to keep it in tae Union and as- 
sert the National authority. In 1864 it gave 
a-vast majority for McClellan, who stood for 
State sovereignty and the openly avowed

New York, May 2.—|Special.|—Mr. Frank 
McGowan, one of the bright young men asso- 
ciated with Mr. Edison ia his laboratory 
work at Orange. has just returned from 
South America afteran absence of a year 
and a halt. His mission was to procure for 
Mr. Edison a certain kind of bamboo which 
has proved to be one of the best materials 
the wizard has vet discovered for the trans- 
mission of electricity. Although the voyuge 
was extremely hazardous and beset with 
many dangers Mr. McGowan was deter- 
miued to make it. He accompiished his 
end, but he has returned with his 
constitution greatly shattered. His travels 
carried him through the unbroken forests of 
South America, where he encountered not 
only wild beasts, reptiles, crocodiles, ana 
predatory bands of Indians, but exposed 
imseif to the wasting ravages of low 
feyers. He forded rivers, waded swamps, 
penetrated unknown mountain fastnesses, 
and scaled the lofty Corailleras. He 
ascended the Amazon 2,300 miles and 
traversed the continent from ocean to ocean. 
He was obliged to go ninety-eight days with- 
out removing his clothes and 116 days with- 
out eating meat, and during all of that time 
he was dependent upon the services of 
friendly savages, with whom he could not 
converse or even make his wants known ex- 
cept by the sign language.

‘TWO ATTENDANTS HELD 


BURNS’ ‘DEATH DUE TO INJURIES RE. 
CEIVED AT THEIR BAND3, 


The Coroner’s Jory Recommend That 
Charles J. ghaa and Charies Rich- 
ardson Be Held to Await Due Coarse 
of Law—Proceedings of the Day—Drs. 
Kiernan and schubert Testify—The 
Grand Jury Visit the Insane Asylum 
and Poorhouse, 

Coroner Hertz personally conducted the 
Burns inquest in office at the County 
Building yesterday, Step by step the Cor- 
oner unfolded his testimony before the jury 
from the time Burs left his home April lla 
robust man, physically, to the time when, a 
week ago today, his corpse was left at 
O’Brien’s undertaking rooms a crushed and 
battered mass of humanity. The result was 
one.of the most gevere arraiguments of a 
public institution ever shown. 

At 10a. m. the Coroner’s jury was on hand. 
It is composed of the following men: W. T. 
Little, No. 278 Blug Island avenue; William 
Fitzer, No. 271 Blue Island avenue; J. H. 
Edelman, No. 34§ Morgan street; George 
Dwyer; Joseph Burns, No. 486 Centre ave- 
nue; M. Brennan, No. 274 Blue Island ave- 
nue. : i 
The Coroner first proved that Burns was 
in good physicat condition when he 
was sent to ‘the insane asylum. The 
first witness called was Mrs. Robert 
Burns, the witow ot the deceased. 
Two weeks prior to his being sent to Jef- 
ferson Burns hati been at the Cook County 
Hospital, where ut was treated for an ulcer 
on his left leg. The Saturday previous, 


April 6, he came home from the hospital. | 


Except the ulcefation there were no marks 
on his body. It was then that Burns showed 
signs of insanity. He was restless and 
moved about constantly. ' 

Thomas McGann, Burns’ brother-in-law, 
testified to substantially thé same thing. 
Then he told of his visits to the asylum. 

* The first ume I went to see him,“ said 
McGann, Burns got up, but he was so weak 
in his knees that he had to sit down. That 
was about a week after he was sent there. 
Dr. Schubert had just gone away. I asked 
Bob, Are you si¢k?’ He put his hand to his 
side and staggered to his room groaning 
‘QO! O. wd days before the man died 
McGann said he went again to see him. Dr. 
Kiernan met me.] O, Burns is getting along 
pretty well,’ safd Kiernan, he's doing 
nicely.’”’ i 

Later in the day Dr. Kiernan testified that 
Burns was in “an exceedingly critical con- 
ditionifor a week before his death, while 
his assistant, Dr; Schubert, testified that the 
man was strapped and under restraint—tied 
up to his bed up to the time of his death 
‘* because he was so violent.“ 

BURNS’ BUDILY CONDITION 

H. M. Ferguson, an attendant of the De- 
tention Hospital, and Forrest Todd, a medi- 
cal student, both of whom received Burns 
when he was sent mere, said they saw him 
naked April 9 and again the following even- 
ing. There were no sores or bruises on his 
body, save the Ulcer on his leg. The man 
was restless but not violent. 

Henry F. Mahler, the bailiff of the County 
Court who took Burns to the Jefferson Asy- 
lum, testified to Burns' quiet disposftion. Of- 
ficers Gara and Weder corroborated this tes- 
timony. i 

The reporter who passed several days at 
the asvlum as a patient repeated his story of 
what hesaw inthe institution. The public 
is already familiar with it, as well as with 
the nature of the wounds on Burns’ body, to 
which County Physician Todd testified. 

‘“What do yon believe to have been the 
cause ot Burns’ death!“ asked Coroner 
Hertz. 

„I believe,“ answered Dr. Todd, deliber 
ately, that the death of Robert Burns re- 
sulted from tus injuries described, and that 
it was in consejuence of the shock produced 
by tne injuries and the subsequent prostra- 
tion.’ 

Dr. W. M. Tomlinson, the register of vital 
statistics, swore to issuing a burial permit on 
a death certificate signed by Dr. James G. 
Kiernan and stating that Robert Burns had 
died of exhaustion, melancholia, and phthisis 
—‘* that is, consumption,“ said Dr. Tomtin- 
son. Dr. Egbert. who assisted in the post- 
mortem examination, testified that the 
wounds could not have been produced more 
than four or five days prior to death, and 
that death was produced by the injuries re- 
ceived in various parts of the body.

condition of the wards; and made many 
other statements but slightly relevant to the 
case. Concerning the defendants be said 
that Richardson and Croghan were old at- 
tendants, and Percha was retained because 
he spoke Bohemian. 

“Could a patient be treated as Burns is 
said to have been treated without your 
knowledge?” asked Coroner Hertz.

THE GRAND JURY VISITS DUNNING, 


Nothing of Value Learned as to Burns’ 
Death—The Institutions Overcrowded. 
The grand jury took a trip to the Insane 

Asylum at Dunning yesterday. 

‘I know more than I ‘care to tell.“ said 
Levi Boehm, a convalescent patient in Ward 
D. W.2. “I know of one man, a poor fellow 
named Burns, who was hit du the head with 
a shoe, but a wise man keeps a close mouth.“ 
The patient persisted in his refusal to talk. 
He had not read a paper or: heard a word of 
Burns’ death. f 

The party was received at the Poorhouse 
by Dr. J. R. Smyth, Medical Superintendent 
of the institution. The building was found 


clean and well appointed. There were some 


complaints about the food from the patients, 
who were at dinner at the time. The meal 
was composed of boiled corned beef and fresh, 


roast beef, with soup, bread, potatoes, and 


turnips. | 

The Insane Asylum was next visited. The 
crowded condition of the institution was at 
once apparent. In Ward 2, where Burns 
was burt, were eighty-two patients. This is 
a hospital ward, and all the inmates are sup- 
posed to be suffering from some physical ail- 
ment in addition to their mental 
infirmities. They were a poor, brokendown, 
weak-looking set, pitiful objects with 
as little physical power as intelligence. Not 
one of the occupants of this ward could by 
any possibility have caused astrong man 
much trouble, and yet Burns was recorded 
as so Violent that three attendants must hold 


him. It was here that Boehm was found. 


This Was the extent of the Barns investiga- 
tuon. Nothing suggesting harsh treatment 
exceptin the imbecile female ward. Here 
there were a dozen women with 
black eyes and swollen faces. They 
fight among themselves,“ the attendant said. 
Tne terribly crowded condition of the female 
wards was the source of much comment. 
The food was found to be good and whole- 
some, and the only fault found with the ex- 
isting state of thiugs was the crowded con- 
dition of the institution. The grand jurv 
will probably recommend the expenditure of 
$2,000 or $3,000 in taking the old rear stair- 
way outof the main building to make way 
for three more dormitories which will accom- 
modate about eighty additional patients. 


THE NEW YORE FOUR HUNDRED AT PLAY. 


Disgraceful Scenes at the Great Centennial 
Ball in New York. 


New York Times, May 1: At 1 o’clock, how- 


ever, came an order that resulted in driving. 


away a great many people. It was not the 
order which was in fault, but the result of 
its execution. All this time the scene in the 
supper-room had continued. Disgusted peo- 
ple, who thought matters were going too far, 
had been leaving, and the crowd was thinned 
down to about 1,000 men and women. A 
number were intoxicated; most of the rest 
were sufficiently exhilarated to make the 


surroundings congenial to them. Some of 


the more imprudent consumers of cham- 
pagne had become ugly, and there were 
several outbreak as a result. Two or three 
instances witnessed by a Times reporter il- 
lustrate the whole. 

One man of fine appearance, in spite of the 
maudlin condition he was in, picked up a 
great salver loaded with salad. and, lifting it 
above his head, went reeling through the 
room. He had not gone far before he 
stumbled against a young woman and literal- 
ly threw the oily salad all over her neck and 
arms and over an exquisite pink ana lilac 
gown. 

A young man picked upa bottle of cham- 
pagne and broke off the neck across the bare 
shouider of his female companion. Fortu- 
nately she was not cut hy the broken glass, 
but she was drenched with the wine. 

A man fell on the sloppy floor and injured 
his leg so as to necessitate the summoning 
of an ambulance. Several improper fistic 
encounters were only stopped by police in- 
terference. Crockery anc glassware were 
smashed with reckless indifference. 

Things were getting so bad that Inspector 
Steers, who had charge of the police, had to 
order the supper-room cleared, This order 
came shortiv after 1 o’ciock. Stuyvesant 
Fish, Chairman of the Entertainment Com- 
mittee and the only member then present, 
was leaning ‘“‘ wearily’ against a pillar when 
the order was given and sighed with relief. 
Ward McAllister, 7 the way, never loses 
his head or aliows his body to be overcome 
with the rich furnishings of a feast, That's 
the difference between some persons in this 
world. It took nearly half an hour to carry 
out the order. Argument and persuasion 
amounted to naught,so clubs were drawn 
and the crowd was fairly driven out. When 
empty the supper-room looked asif a cy- 
clone had swept through it. All the table 
decorations had been broken or torn to pieces, 
broken glass was strewn everywhere, and the 


floor was littered with fragments. 


Driven out of the supper- room, the high 
merry makers scattered to all parts of the 
house. The result of this was that everybody 
else left. Given everything to themselves, the 
celebrants soon turned the Whole house into 
a most undesirable sort of place. Some had 
succeeded in concealing and bringing away 
from We supper-room a bottle or two of wine. 
These invited their friends into the empty 
boxes, and before long an order bad to be- 
issued for clearing and locking the boxes. 
Some people went to gate the staircases. 
The majority went on the daueing surface, 
and there for two hours ran, jumped, hopped, 
and reeled th®uch the dances. They were 
as-rapacious there as in the supper- room. 
Beautiful potted plants, used in decorating 
the Presidential and lower tier boxes, were 
tern down and carried off, and such flags as 
were within reach became the prizes of those 
who spied them first. | 

At4o’clock everybody not in “the fun” 
was giad to hear the order given to clear the 
bouse. This brought the closing and perhaps 
the most unpleasant scene of the night. 
There was but one coat-room, and 500 or 600 
men tried to get to it at once. It took twen- 
ty-five or thirty policemen to keep anything 
ike order. In the crush few hats were 
saved uncrushed, overcoats were torn, and 
umbrellas were broken. Tocap the trouble 
one of the checking attendants had secured 
a bottle of wine and become intoxicated. As 
a result he gave the wrong clothing on the 
checks, and, as many of the recipients were 
in as bad a state as himself, the mistakes 
went unnoticed. Consequently in the final 
rush came the confusion of clamorous claim- 
ants for not to be found belongings. 

Those who attended the centennial ball and 
left before midnight saw a magnificent festi- 
val. Those outside of the supper-room merry- 
makers who staid until the end must have 
bad their pleasant recoilection of the opening 
destroyen by disgust at what followed.

THEIR HOUSE 


OPENING OF THE NEW HOME OF THE 
SOUTHERN SOCIETY OF NEW YORK. 


The Event Celebrated ‘by a Banquet and 


Keception at Which Many Prominent 


People Are Present — Vice-President 
Morton, Chauncey M. Depew, H. W. 
Grady, Gov, Gordon of Georgia. and 
Others Make Responses to the Toasts— 
Mr. Depew's Happy Speech. 


New Yorn, May 2.—The formal opeving 
of the new and sumptuously appointed Home 
of tne Southern Society in this city took 
place tonight. There was a banquet and re- 
ception. All the Southern people of promi- 
nence called here by the centennial celebra- 
tion were present, in addition to a long list 
of New York officials and prominent men. 

At the banquet, at which the President, 
Jobn C. Galhoun, presided, tne toast list was 
entirely informal. It was arranged to in- 
clude an address from tne Governor of each 
Southern State present in the order in which 
the States were admitted into the Union. 
The order of speeches arranged were as fol- 
lows: 

Vice President Levi P. Morton, Chauncey M. 
Depew, Henry W. Graéy, Gov. Benjamia T. 
Biggs of Deleware; Gov. E. E. Jackson 
of Maryland, Gov. John B. Gordon of 
Georgia, Gov. John P. Richardson of 
South Carolina. Gov. Fitz Hugh Lee of Virginia, 
Gov. Fowle of North Carolina, Gov. Simon B. 
Buckner of Kentucky, and Col. Hancock of 
Texas. p 

The dining-rooms were decorated with 
bunting and choice exotics. President Cal- 
houn in his openiag address said that ever 


‘since the effort was first made to establish 


in the great metropolis a society of Southern 
men had all looked forward to the time when 
the society would rejoice in a home of its 
own. At last that hope was realized. 

Vice-President Morton was the first speak- 
er. He briefly extended his congratulations 
to the society. 

Mr. Depew, being next introduced, was 
welcomed witha yell. He said that he had 
never been more impressed with the fact 
that the home and inspiration of orators lay 
in the South than by the speech that had just 
been made by the Vice-President of the 


„We, herein New York,” said he, “as 
Republicaas have been trying for twenty-five 
years tos get a speech out of him, 
but in vain; and here, the first time. 
you get him before your society, out 
comes a burst of eloquence that shows 
the Vice-President to be following in the 
footsteps of Clay, Calhoun, and Webster. 
But the most eloquent speech Mr. Morton 
ever mace was to me. Said he: * Depew, if 
I were you I would. not accept the nomina- 
tion for the Presidency.’ 1 took his advice 
and left New York open for the Vice-Presi- 
dential nomination. I am credited with 
being a quick-sighted man, but | never saw 
into that matter until after the, election. 
[Great laughter.| If a young man wants to 
get on in this life he haa better be a banker, 
not a lawyer.”’ 

Mr. Depew said he had pou. enjoyed the 
centennial celebration, though he had not 
danced in the quadrille: but he rejoiced most 
in the fact that New York had for a time for- 
gotten her commercial supremacy and her 
love for a stranger simply that she might 
take him in [laughter], and had shown her- 
self to be the metropolis of American 
hospitality as well. Judging the future 
by the record of the last century, Mr. Depew 
said he needed nothing but vermilion for 
the painting of the horizon. He referred 
feelingly to his experiences as treasurer of 
the fund for the Confederate Soldiers’ 
Home, and added that this, too, had its 
humorous side. One man nad written 
to him as follows: Comrade.“ Now,” 
said Mr. Depew parenthetically, “I was 
down theré awhile, but I did not shoot any 
of you fellows, though that was not because 
I did not want to, and that you are here to- 
night is by the blessing of God.” [Laughter. ] 
„Comrades,“ said Mr. Depew’s correspond- 
ent, “I am glad you are doing some- 
thing for the fellows that don’t get 
no pension, but. I wish you would do some- 
thing for us. lam getting a pension of only 


. $12 a month because lam rated at the hos- 


pital with nothine but diabetes and diorrhoe, 
and I wish your would used your influence 
with Vice-President Morton to get me rated 
for something more serious.”’ : 

In recurring again to the scenes of the last 
few days Mr. Depew yentured the remark 
that a great many people had no doubt been 
impressed with the fact that the Gov- 
ernor of this State might be able to 
ride a hobby but that he could 
not ride a horse; and he called out 
a general and hearty laugh when he reminded 
his hearers that the great difference between 
a horse and a hobby was that one could get 
off a horse when he wanted to. 

Mr. Depew was followed by Mr. Henry W. 
Grady, and Govs. Biggs, Lee, Richardson, 
Buckner, Hancock, and Fowle. 


BEN RICHARDSON’S GRANDCHILD. 


A Girl of Indian Blood Who Seeks a Share 
ofthe Millionaire's Fortune. 
CLEVELAND, O., May 2.—[Special.]—There 
is a girl in this city who claims she is a grand- 
daughter of Capt. Ben Richardson of Harlem, 
who died Feb. 20, 1889, and left an immense 
fortune. Attorneys have been engaged to 
investigate the girl’s claim against her grana- 
father’s estate; but are about convinced that 
her legitimacy cannot be established, The 
story she telis is, however, interesting. 
Forty-two or forty-three years ago Ben 
Richardson was in California. It was in the 
early days, just before 40, and San Francisco 
society was promiscuous, to say the least. A 
squaw named Theresa, then young and bux- 
om, was met by Richardson, and with the 
Indian maiden he became much enamored. 
The girl consented to a marriage, which was 
performed after the Indian fashion 
of the day. They led a wander- 
ing hfe for a time, and finally fetched up in 
Vera Cruz, Mexico, where a daughter was 
born. This product of a mixcd marriage was 
named Pokito and was all througn her girl 
hood known as Pokito Richardson. The hus- 
band for a time gave kind attention and fur- 
nished money to the squaw mother and her 
child. Then he got tired of a Bohemian ex- 
istence, left his Indian family, and went back 
home to New York. Pokito grew to woman- 
hood and married twice. The second hus- 
band’s name was Goola. He was a Mexican. 
By him Pokito had a daughter born in Vera 
Cruz Jan. 23, 1866. Her name was Minnosa 
Goola and she is the heroine of this sketch. 
Theresa grew old and in the latter 
part, of her life went about Mexico 
from piace to place selling herbs. Five years 
ago she died. Two years later Goola, her 
son-in-law, died. Pokito was not well, 
and desired to piace her daughter advanta- 
geously. At Goola’s death they were livin 
in New Orleans. Pokito decided to sen 
Minnosa to a Northern home, and the child 
was sent to Philadeiphia toa Mrs. McCand- 
less. Before sending Minnosa North Pokito 
toid her that somewhere in the North her 
grandtather lived. His name was Ben Rich- 
ardson, and he owned Washington’s chariot. 
A vear after the girl was sent to Philadel- 
hia her mother died in a steamboat on the 
ississippi River. Minnosa had been sent 
by Mrs. McCandless to Oberlin to 
school, but the blood of the savage and 
roaming nations ran in her veins, and al- 
though bright at school she was restive under 
its restraints. About one year ago she left 
school and came to this city to seek her for- 
tune. She found employment with Ohver 
Alexander, who Keeps a suloon at No. 392 St. 
Clair street. One day she picked up a news- 
paper and read of Capt. Richardson’s death 
in New York. Recognizing her grandfatner’s 
description the giri went to look fora law. 
yer. Her nopes were crushed upon being toid 
the progeny of Theresa are illigitimate for 
Ben Richardson had a wife living in New 
York until 1859. Minnosa Goola haraly 
looks her age, and is littte and dark. Her 
Mexican blood shows more plainly than her 
Indian blood. Her story is plausible and 
probably based on truth. s

LAKE FOREST’S UNIVERSITY. 


Shall It Remain a Great Western Educa- 
tional Influence and Honor to Chicago? 
GAKE Forest, III., May 2.— [Editor of The 

Tribune. ] The impending crisis in the affairs 

of Lake Forest University, recently mentioned 

in the columns of THE TRIBUNE, has not yet 
been averted. The matter at stake in brief is 
this—whether the institution shall be a great 

university, an honor to Chicago, and a 

centre of educational influence for the whole 

West, or shall it be reduced to its previous con- 

ditioh of a small, struggling college and pre- 

paratory scho ois? 
town of Lake Forest was originally de- 
igned as a site for a university. When it was 
aid a in 1856, land was reserved for the bnuild- 
the schools already planned. In the 
fo 4 year Lake Forest Academy was 
founded, and soon gained a position in the front 
rank of preparatory schools. Ferry Hall Semi- 
nary was organized in 1868. and in 1876 Lake For- 
est College was opened, with an expellent faculty 
and an enthusiastic class of students. These 
three schools worked on side by side under one 
administration, but formed a university qniy in 

na ne. 

Finally, in 1886, the Board of Trustees decided 
the time had come for enlargement. As there 
was & vacancy at that time in the Presidency of 
the university they looked about fof the right 
man to head the movement. They chose Will- 
iam C. Roberts L. D., of New York, a 
man whose excellent qualifications for the work 
were well known. For twenty years he had 
been a leading trustee of Princeton College, in 
the rapid development of which he has exerted 
much influence. He was one of the organizers of 
Wooster (O.) University, and some years ago he 
retused the Presidency of Rutgers College: At 
the meeting of the Pan-Presbyterian Council at 
Belfast, Ireland, Dr. Roberts read a paper on 
„American Colleges.“ which gave him an inter- 
national reputation in educational circles. In 
addition to these qualifications Dr. Roberts was 
known as an excellent finaucier, versed in the 
principles and details of business as few profes- 
sional men are. 

When invited to assume the Presidency of 
Lake Forest University Dr. Roberts told the 
— tees that an educational institution of high 

could not be buiitin these days without 
large means. Uniess ample resources were at 
hand, he said, it would be unwise to attempt the 
enlargement of the university. Thereupon the 
trustees, in order to secure his services, pro- 
posed to him to add to the 8 of the uni- 
versity the sum of $1,000.000, to be paid in five an- 
nual payments of $200, 000 each. He at length ac- 
cepted the conditions offered and entered upon 

his duties as President in the tall of 1886. 

The experience of three years has more than 
justified the expectations of the board and of the 
public with reference to the power of President 
Roberts as an educational leader. In this brief 
period the number of students in the — 
ments previously existing has more than doubled. 
The buildings of the university at Lake Forest 
are now crowded, and more than twenty-five 
students have been refused admission to Lake 
Forest Academy this year simply from lack of 


accommodations. A medical] department has been 


added, consisting of Rush Medical College ana 
the Northwestern College of Dental Surgery in 
Chicago. Post-graduate courses have been of- 
fered at Lake Forest, attracting advanced stu- 
dents. A law department is now ready for formal 
incorporation. us the institution has been 
moving toward the ideal of a great university, 
with the four time-honored facuities of philoso- 
phy, medicine, law, and theology. The catalogue 
for this year earolis over700 students from twen- 
ty-séven States, three provinces of Canada, and 
four European countries. 

In rd to the maintenance of a high educa- 
tional standard the admmistration of President 
Roberts has been equally successful. He has 
gathered a faculty of strong men, most of them 
drawn from Eastern colleges, and some of them 
with a wide reputation. Students from Lake 
Forest College are admitted to rank in the cor- 
respond classes of Princeton, Amherst, and 
the other r Eastern colleges without conditions. 

In its financial development, however, the uni- 
versity has been less fortunate. The first of the 
$200,000 payments Name by the Board of 
Trustees was The last two payments 
have been allewed 5 fall behind. The resources 
of the institution are now less by $400,000 than 
they ought to be. Unless this amount is prompt- 
ly raised and the conditions of 
the -pleage made in 1886 are met, 
further development of the university is im pos- 
sible. and the present prosperous condition is 
putin jeopardy. Ata late meeting of the Board 
of Trustees President Roberts stated that a call 
had been extended to him from the East, and 
that if the pledges offered when he came were 
not made good he should accept it. He has se- 
cured an additional — of $100,000, the pay- 
ment of which is conditional on the prompt rais- 
ing of the $400,000 now due according to the orig- 
inal agreement. 

President Roberts has also stated to the trust- 
ees that he must decide whether to go or stay be- 
fore the 16th of this month, but if the money 
now due were raiscd as pledged he would not 
give a moment's consideration to any calls else- 
where. Of the $400,000 needed the trustees have 
secured gg among themselves to the amount 
of 8175, This leaves $225,000 to be raised 
within two weeks. Upon the securing of this 
sum the immediate futare of Lake Forest Uni- 
versity depends. It will bein the nighest degree 
discreditable to the generosity, wealth, and pub- 
lic spirit of Chicago if an institution so well 
planted and Trom an educational standpoint so 
successful shall be allowed to go back to its for- 
mer v condition simply from lack oi funds.

THE SAVINGS BANK BILL SHOULD PASS 


Effect of the Prohibition Clause—A Good 
Law With or Without It. 

In view of the opposition in certain quarters to 
the prohibitory clause of the Savings Bank bill 
William Keisey Reed of the Dime Savings Bank 
was asked what effect the clause would have 
upon the business of private bankers. He re- 


plied: 

‘**I have been in correspondence with the firm 
of private bankers in an interior city that op- 
posed this prohibitory clause. They took the 
ground thatit might interfere with their private 
business, which has been long established and 
was satisfactory to themselves and, as they 
claim, to their customers. I think they are mis- 
taken as to its effect. It did not debar them from 
soliciting savings deposits as private bankers, 
but only asa ‘savings bank.’ Its object was 
clearly in the interest of savings depositors, to 
protect them against fraudulent representations, 

To illustrate: A young fellow in Roseland 

uts up a sign as a real estate dealer, banker, 

nsurance agent, and also as a savings banker, 
He succeeds in leading a number of industrious 
people to deposit their savings with him. He 
aisappears, ana the newspapers come * ——

morn with flaming headlines: 
Savings Bank Failed,’ ‘The Cashier Skipped to 
Canada,’ and give distressing accounts of the 


scenes that follow. The publicsense is shocked. 
The workingman, particulariy, feels that he is 
made the victim of a downright swindle, and pro: 
tests against risking his all im any savings 
bank. He buries it or locks it up in a safe 
deposit vault, or spends it as he goes. The effec 
is @ reflection upon every bank, banker, and 
private citizen, and they have no power to pro- 
tect the workingman against its recurrence. 

Now I take the ground that reputable bank- 
ers exist in New York, where this provisioa is in 
force; and there are bankers in New England 
who are in comfortable circumstances without 
holding out to the public that they are a savings 
bank. There private bankers are subject to- 
State examinations and reports, but not here. 
They = content to represent themselves just 
what y are—‘ bankers.’ 

“ The savings bank is a creature of law and is 
vested with certain powers, duties, and restric- 
tions. It is a mutual institution, and benevolent 
in this, that it is managed by trustees for the 
sole benefit of its depositors. It was founded for 
the benefit of the poor, and upon its great 
strength as a financial asylum through hard times 
has become a household word embodying these 
features. No individual hasa natural right to 
this name. It is subject to strong prohibitions 
in its investmeuts and examinations, and the 
public is kept thoroughly informed about its 
0 ization, metrod of conducting business, 
and the character and details of its assets and 
liabilities beyond that of any ordinary bank or 

vate banker. It is natural that some private 

ers should want to borrow this character 
for their private gain. Ithink they would stand 
better upon their own foundation, and have no 
doubt they will see their mistake hereafter and 
support the provision which the firm now con- 
tes 


ts. 

“It has been stated that this is a private me as- 
vre for a sinister motive; that we are trying too 
hard to obtain this law. All Ihave to say avout 
thatis this: If the law of New York is a private 
measure and has been adopted there through 
the combined efforts of seventy-five years from a 
sinister motive, then a similar charge here would 
lie. I am tired of that charge against the friends 
of this measure. Most of the leading men 
throughout the State, including the National 
and otner bankers, merchants, 
railroad managers, and employers of men, our 
entire press, and pulpitgand rostrum, the great 
clubs, ana the worki en themselves, are in 
favor of it.

the neighborhood of $5,000 per year. The bonds 
taken in open court on continued cases and 
grand jury cases went to the city, and in this one 
court amounted to aver 5.000 a year. ;

Discovered a subterranean River. 

HARTFORD Orrr. Ind, May 2—[Special]— 
A remarkable subterranean * waterway was 
discovered yesterday at Salamonie stone 
quarries, twelve miles north of this city. 
By a system of dikes the course of 
the Salamonie River has been changed, 
and the quarries underlie the old bed of the 
stream, about forty feet below it. Yesterday the 
foreman discovered a stream of water twelve 
feet wide afd six feet deep, the stiff current of 
which was at right angles to the course of the 
river. The next luyer of rock will completely 
uncover the suoterranesn watercourse. The 
quarry in several places shows the effects of vio- 
lent voleanie action. and, from the formations in 
the vicinity, there is thought to be a cave there 
of which the stream is the outlet. Five miles 
west there is a lake of great depth, which it is 
thought gets its supply by subterrauean inlets. 


Decision for the Hamburg Hank. 

Boston, Mass., May 2—([Special, }—Judge Colt 
gave a decision in the United States Circuit 
Court today in the case of the bank at Hamburg. 
Germany, against Catherine J. and John M. 
Fiynn of this city favorable to the former. The 
suit grew out of the noted bank robbery case of 
the Bank of Hamburg June 22, 1885. when some 
200,000 m were stolen by. three persons, one 
of whom: 1s alleged to have been a brother of the 
defendants.

| PARNELL AS A WITNESS, 


HIS FRIENDS DELIGHTED- AT HIS 


CONDUCT IN THE BOX.

The Attorney General Unable to Wring Any 
Damaging Admissions from the Great 
Irish Leader, Who Never Once Loses 
His Head—How the Witness Looks and 
Acts—The Famous Cincinnati Speech 
Discussed. 
[New York Tribune Cable.} 

Loxpox, May 1.—Mr. Parnell seems likely 
to add to his other distinctions that of being 
a good witness. There is judicial authority 
for speaking well of his performance today 
Since the commis- 
sion adjourned 1 have met a Judge of great 
distinction who has been present in court. 
There could be uo better witness, said this 
Judge, whose testimony came spontaneously 
without a question. The Attorney General, 
on the other hand, does not seem to have 
spent a happy day. His cross-examination 
was well under way by noon, when I came 
in. First impressions count for something, 
and I thought things were not looking well 
for him and nis party. As he was putting a 
question his voice, always rather loud for 
this room, was louder than ever. He had lost 
his usual cheery coolness of manner. His 
face looked hot any the roll of paper in his 
hand was slapping tne shelf in front with 
too much emphasis. I heard afterward that 
he had opened his cross-exumination with 
some mistake about the Clan-na-Guel, which 
had set the people laughing and provoked Sir 
Charles Russell into something like a sneer. 

There was an audience before whom no- 


body would care to make more mistakes than 


he could heip. Lady Coleridge, Lady Har- 


court, Mrs. Peel, the Speaker’s wife, and 


Miss Peel, Archbishop Walsh, anti a score of 


other notabilities sat looking and listening. 


There was, however, no such crowd in tne 
court or corridors outside as during the fort- 
night of the forged letters. If Parnell should 
break down in the witness box it would be a 
disaster which would blot out the memory of 
his triumph about the letters. Yet somehow 
the public interest at this critical, perhaps 
decisive, moment of the inquiry is less than 
then. Audience or no audience, Parnell’s 
composure was such that the spectator that 
knew nothing of what had gone before might 
well imagine that the issue was no great 
matter. He was seated when I first saw him. 
The Judges are mercitul and do not keepa 
witness on his legs while the attorney is 
reading out his interminable extracts from 
Patrick Ford’s prolific pen. When the ques- 
tion, based on Ford’s article, is at last put, 
Parnell rises. He is in black, nothing white 
visible but two triangular ends of a turned 
down collar and a pearl scarf pin in a 
black satin scarf. The black frock coat, 
thrown open, shows a heavy doubie 
id chain, with gold pencil pendent 
rom it. The figure is slender and up- 
right. When iteowner chooses his face is 
the face of aman whose enthus:asm for his 
ends is held in check by a most temperate 
judgment in the use of means; the face of a 
mau with a soul aliaflame and a brain all 
ice. He stands not quite erect, the right 
hand leaning on the box, his head generally a 
little bent to the left. There is today in 
these pale cheeks some faint trace of color. 
His voice is low in tone, tirm, and smooth, 
and altogether conversational. The accent 
resembies slightly the marked German ac- 
cent of the Prince of Wales. Perbaps in 
Parnell it is a slight lisp or indistinctaess of 
articulation rather than accent. The words 
have to make their way as best they can out 
through the half opened lips and then 
through the meshes of a soft brown mus- 
tache. 
HE IS COOL AS ICB. 
The composure of his manner is perfect. 
The more the Attorney General storms the 
caimer grows Parnell. From the beginning 
to the end of the day there is never a sign of 
excitement in the Irish leader. His face 
never flushes, his pulse never quickens, his 
brain does its work ina temperature that is 
invariable. If this be a duel between the at- 
torney and Parnell, there can be no question 
who gets the best of. it thus far. Sir Richard 


Webster’s boisterous impetuosity is no match 


for Parnell’s cool suavity of demeanor. It 18 
not so much that Sir Richard has taken the 
wrong line as that he cannot make up his 


mind what line to take; he hasn't thought it 


out beforehand. He is civil one moment, 


_ peremptory the next. He blusters and ham- 


mers out his questions; he would domineer 
it he could. e addresses Parnell in a tone 
unpleasantly suggestive of the Old Bailey. 


He launches at him What are meant for bit- 


ter sarcasms. He assumes occasionally—tne 
assumption is only too obvious—a tone of 
contempt. He cannot resolve whether to

A MANNER OF POLITE INDIFFERENCE. 

Little does it matter to Mr. Parneli. He 
meets the taunts, storms, civilities, whatever 
Sir Richard has to offer, with the same im- 
passive, imperturbable, polite “indifference. 
He never retorts; he never seems tocare to 
take advantage of the many openings in the 
Attorney Generai’s fence save when some 
serious point is to be made. When he has 
made it, when he has delivered a decisive 
answer, when all the rest of the court sees 
his success, Mr. Parnell alone seems totally 
unaware of it.

‘FIRST SUGGESTION OF STEAMSHIPS.

rom insult and aggression. This may even 
prevent the necessity of going to war, by 
discouraging belligerent powers from com- 
mittine such violations of the rights of the 
neutral party as may, first or last, leave no 
other option.”’
